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THE    F  E  U  I  T  SITUATION 
Summary 

Total  production  of  fruits  in  1940  will  probably  be  slightly  smaller 
than  in  1939.    However,  it  is  likely  that  the  total  supply  of  fruits  avail- 
able for  fresh  consumption  will  be  close  to  that  in  1939,  since  there  will  be 
a  substantial  reduction  in  the  volume  of  fruit  exported.     Domestic  demand  is 
considerably  stronger  than  a  year  earlier  ar.d  will  probably  increase  over  its 
present  level  during  the  latter  part  of  this  year. 

The  estimated  production  of  peaches,  pears,  grapes,  and  pecans  increase! 
from  August  1  to  September  1.    The  estimated  production  of  apples  decreased 
from  August  1  to  September  1.    The  estimated  1940  production  of  apples  is  20 
percent  less  than  that  of  1939?  grapes  1  percent  less,  and  peaches  13  percent 
less.    The  estimated  production  of  pears  in  1940  is  3  percent  greater  than  in 
1939. 

The  Pacific  Coast  canning  industry  took  more  pears  than  was  at  first 
anticipated,  and  present  indications  are  that  canning  operations  have  been 
about  normal. 

The  decrease  during  the  last  few  weeks  in  the  prices  of  oranges  may 
have  been  due  to  the  prospects  for  a  crop  larger  than  in  1939.    Although  the 
condition  of  oranges  is  slightly  below  that  of  last  year,  the  1940  crop  will 
probably  be  materially  larger  than  the  1939  crop  because  of  the  reduction  in 
last  year's  crop  occasioned  by  winter  freeze  damage,  and  because  of  the  up- 
ward trend  in  bearing  capacity  of  citrus  groves. 

APPLES 

Commercial  apple  production  in  the  424  counties  classified  as  having 
commercial  production  is  estimated,  as  of  September  1,  to  total  114.8  million 
bushels.    This  estimate  was  1.9  million  bushels  lower  than  that  made  a  month 
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earlier.    The  indicated  commercial  production  for  194-0  is  20  percent  less  than 
that  of  1939  and  6  percent  less  than  the  5-year  (1934-38)  average.  Production 
in  these  424  commercial  counties  is  roughly  equivalent  to  that  part  of  the  to- 
tal United  States  apple  crop  which  is  produced  primarily  for  sale,  including 
production  for  commercial'  processing  as  well  as  for  sale  into  fresh  consump- 
tion channels. 

In  the  Eastern  States  the  estimated  commercial  production  is  25  percent 
less  than  that  of  1939  and  3  percent  less  than  the  5-year  average.    The  esti- 
mated commercial  production  in  the  Central  States  is  36  percent  less  than  that 
of  1939  and  3  percent  less  than  the  5-year  average.    The  estimate  for  the 
Western  States  is  2  percent  larger  than  that  of  1939  but  is  10  percent  less 
than  the  5-year  average. 

The  production  of  most  summer  varieties  was  lighter  than  usual  and,  in 
contrast  to  last  year  when  heavy  abandonment  occurred,  has  been  cleaned  up 
very  well.    The  estimated  production  of  fall  varieties  shows  a  moderate  degree 
of  variability  between  States,  but  the  indicated  total  supply  of  these  vari- 
eties is  below  comparable  figures  for  both  1939  and  the  5-year  (1934-33)  aver- 
age.   The  estimated  production  of  winter  varieties  is  very  variable.     In  New 
England  the  estimated  production  of  Baldwins  is  above  average,  and  in  Washing- 
ton the  Wine sap  trees  are  heavily  loaded. 

The  Apple  Growers'  National  Planning  Committee,  meeting  at  Washington 
during  the  week  of  September  8,  recommended  that  the  Surplus  Marketing  Adminis- 
tration set  up  a  program  to  purchase  that  part  of  the  production  of  normally 
exported  varieties  which  does  not  find  a  ready  market  in  this  country.    A  sug- 
gestion that  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  should  not  buy  any  apples 
from  growers  who  sold  culls  into  fresh  fruit  channels  accompanied  the  above 
recommendation.    It  was  recommended  further  that  in  the  event  marketing 
emergencies  arise  in  any  area,  and  if  growers  through  their  State  Industry 
Committees  request  it,  purchases  of  combination  U.  S.  No.  1  grade  and  U.  S. 
Utility  grade  or  better  of  standard  commercial  varieties  be  made  by  the  Ad- 
ministration from  growers  who  agree  not  to  sell  culls  in  fresh  fruit  markets. 

Auction  prices  at  New  York  of  western  Gravensteins  averaged  $1.90  per 
box  during  the  week  ending  September  6  as  compared  with  $1.27  per  box  for  the 
comparable  period  in  1939. 

PEARS 

The  September  1  estimate  of  a  32-miHion  bushel  pear  crop  is  about  2 
percent  larger  than  the  estimate  made  in  August.    The  1939  pear  crop  was  esti- 
mated at  31  million  bushels,  and  the  10-year  (1929-38)  average  was  26.3  mil- 
lion bushels. 

The  total  production  of  Bartlett  pears  in  Washington,  Oregon  and  Cali- 
fornia is  estimated  at  14.2  million  bushels  compared  with  14.5  million  bushels 
in  1939  and  13.2  million  bushels  for  the  10-year  (1929-38)  average.     On  the 
average  the  disposition  of  the  harvested  Pacific  Coast  pears  is  as  follows: 
(l)  30  percent  for  commercial  canning,'  (2)  8  percent  for  commercial  drying; 
and  (3)  62  percent  for  fresh  consumption,    A  portion  of  the  fresh  market  sup- 
ply is  usually  stored  and  marketed  during  the  winter  and  early  spring  months. 
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Despite  the  reduced  prospect  for  exports  this  season,  the  volume  of  pears  used 
in  the  canning  industry  has  been  about  normal. 

It  is  indicated  as  of  September  1  that  6.7  million  bushels  of  pears 
other  than  Bartletts  will  be  produced  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States.    The  1939  * 
crop  of  late  pears  was  estimated  at  6.0  million  bushels,  and  the  10-year 
(1929-38)  average  was  4.2  million  bushels. 

During  the  week  ended  September  14?  1940?  cars  of  commercial  pears 
shipped  totaled  1,185  as  compared  with  1,131  cars  for  the  week  ended  September 
16,  1939.  Carlot  shipments  of  the  1940  pear  crop  through  September  14  totaled 
645  cars  less  than  the  shipments  up  to  that  date  a  year  earlier.  From  August 
3  to  September  14?  451  cars  of  pears  had  been  shipped  on  orders  of  the  Surplus 
Marketing  Administration.  Only  287  cars  were  shipped  for  relief  purposes  dur- 
ing the  entire  1939-40  season. 

GRAPES 

On  September  1  it  was  estimated  that  the  production  of  grapes  in  1940 
would  be  2,500,300  tons  compared  with  2,526,000  tons  in  1939  and  the  10-year 
(1929-33)  average  of  2,220,000  tons.    Production,  exclusive  of  California,  is 
estimated  at  285,330  tons,  or  slightly  less  than  the  293,000  tons  produced  in 
1939.    California  production  is  indicated  to  be  13,000  tons  short  cf  the  pro- 
duction last  season  but  264,300  tons  above  the  10- year  (1929-38)  average.  It 
is  indicated  that  the  production  of  vine  and  table  varieties  in  California 
will  be  slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago  but  that  the  production  of  raisin 
varieties  will  be  slightly  smaller  than  in  1939-    Raisin  grape  prospects  in 
California  declined  slightly  during  August  because  of  high  temperatures  in 
parts  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

In  1939  the  total  supply  of  raisins  was  about  350,000  tons.    The  carry- 
over from  1938  was  approximately  105/ "00  tons  compared  with  an  estimated 
carry-over  of  70,000  tons  from  1939.     In  addition" to  the  70,000  tons  carried 
over  by  the  trade,  33,000  tons  are  held  by  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration. 
It  is  indicated  that  the  1940  pack  --.ill  be  about  200,000  tons  and  the  total 
market  supply  about  270,000  tons. 

CITRUS 

Market  prices  of  citrus  fruits  declined  somewhat  during  the  past  few 
weeks.     Lemon  prices,  which  rose  to  an  unusual  high  level  in  late  July,  con- 
tinued to  decline  during  the  first  2  weeks  of  September. 

Condition  of  oranges  in  ?  States  averaged  71  percent  of  normal  compared 
with  73  percent  a  year  earlier.     California  Valencias  averaged  75  percent  of 
normal  compared  with  70  percent  the  previous  year  and  74  percent  for  the  10-  ^ 
year  (1929-38)  average.    The  condition  of  grapefruit  in  4  States  averaged  61 
percent  of  normal  compared  with  57  percent  a  ye; r  earlier.    The  condition  of 
California  lemons  averaged  30  percent  of  normal  compared  with  70  percent  the 
previous  year.     Estimates  of  the  1940-41  production  will  be  made  available 
in  October.    The  size  of  Texas  grapefruit  did  not  increase  materially  during 
August,  but  sizes  on  the  average  were  considerably  larger  than  a  year  ago.
